Applicant's arguments filed on 10/12/07 have been fully considered, but they are not 
found persuasive. Their arguments hinge on the notion that a dispersant polymer and a thickener 
polymer have very different properties and very different molecular weights and set this as the 
basis in concluding that the examiner has clearly erred in equating the thickener polymer of 
instant claims with the dispersant polymer of Koger et al. 

It is noted that the claims 6 and 16 are drawn to a composition containing an emulsion 
having a polymer comprising 20-69 mol% of an alkali-soluble monomer unit and 0.001 to 2.0 
mol% of an associating monomer unit and other components as recited in claim the claim 
language. The prior art teaches a composition containing an emulsion polymer with constituent 
monomers in overlapping amounts. Thus, upon inspection of the prior art to Koger et al., one of 
ordinary skill in the art would meet the compositional requirements set forth in the instant claim. 

Applicant has submitted that the dispersant polymer of the prior art cannot serve as a 
thickener based on the molecular weight consideration. Examiner notes that limitations on 
molecular wt. of the polymer are not recited in the claim language to distinguish a dispersant 
from a thickener. f) 
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
